BILL REFILED 


Mr. Parkhurst Continues 
Coutest for New Institution 
—Gives Cost Figures 


For t tourih consecutive 
Lewis Parkhurst of Winchester, 
formerly state Senator, was before 
the joint legislative committee on 
public institutions support his

} Ofher Bills Filed 

Bills filed by Mayor Curley of Bos- 
ton, providing for the establishment 
of a new state prison on Deer Island. 
where the House of Correction now 
stands, and one by Bernard Ginsburg 
of Boston, a Representative in the 
General Court, for the erection of a 
new prison, were presented and ad- 
vocated, - ‘ 

Mr. Parkhurst said: 

I appear before this committee. 
as - have done for three years con- 
secutively, to plead for the removal 
of the state prison from Charles- 
town and for its relocation some- 
where in the country within. 50 
miles of Boston. If it were not a 
matter of great importance I 
would feel like apologizing for ask- 
ing wou to consider a bill which has 
been three timeg rejected by the 
great and general court. 

This bill is identical with the bill 
which hus been previously rejected, 
except that the personnel of the 
commission I have asked to have 
appointed to take charge of the un- 
dertaking which would act. if this 
bill hecomes law, would consist of 
five persons inatead of three as 
heretofore, and that two of the five 
would be women. 

It is desirable to remove the state 
prison from Charlestown. If we are 
to remove it from Chariestown 
what is the best way to do it? 

The prison as it now stands has 
been condemned by the Legislature 
in 1872, by the commissioner of cor- 
rection in' 1920, by a report of thé 
commission on state administration 
in 1921: and in 1921 by the joint 
special committee on county pgov- 
ernment. These reports are all on 
file in the state library. 


Quotes Forbes Repert 


Most important of all the reports, 
however, was that made by¥ W. Cam- 
eron Forbes in March of 1923, which 
“l’pon one point everybody 
interviewed was in entire accord, 
and that was the utter inadequacy 
and unsuitableness of the prison at 
(‘harlestown for its present: purpose: 
I cannot speak too strongly upon 
the desirability of an early plan to 
do away with the prison in its en- 
tirety. The sanitary arrangements 
are lacking. The prisoners are rot 
Niowed to eat in a common dining 
bNIi but are given their food which 
they have to take to their cells. The 
prisoners should eat seated at long 
comfortable tables. Meals should be 
provided hot and appetizing. The 
dining reoms should be airy and not 
connected with the sleeping rooms.”

Not Arbitrarily Fixed 

“Many people think that prices-— 
and here let us speak of ofl—-are 
‘arbitrarily fixed and that some one 
has the power to initiate price 


changes all over the country,” he 
Said. “This is an erroneous idea. as 
I hope to be able to show.” He con- 
tinued: 

Recently crude oil and gasoline 
have gone up in the face of fairly 
Neavy stocks and at a time when 
consumption is lowest. It would 
seam to the euperficial reasoner 
that some advantage was being 
taken of the public by the pro- 
ducer or distributor. This apparent 
incons.stency or anomaly can be 
shown, however, to be nothing more 
or less than the operation of the 
law of supply and demand. It is 
the working out of economic forces 
which actuate the situation. 

What do we mean by that atate- 
ment? Simply this. The men in the 
oil industry who have voice in the 
policies of various companies must 
bave vision, foresight, must plan 
ahead. They must have crude oil. 
they must have gasoltne sufficient 
to take care of the needs of the 
country as those needs rise or fall. 


Providing for Demand 
The heaviest consumption 
the summer months, June. July, 
August and September. To meet 
this increased demand on the part 
of millions of automobilists, produc- 
ers and distributors alike must ac- 
cumulate large stocks and this pro- 
cess of adding to reserves takes 
place in the winter months. Like 
electric Ight companies which must 
have more than normal capacity to 
take care of peak loads. so the oil 
industry must look ahead. must pic- 
ture the situation in the future. and 
prepare four to six months eahend. 
Recently the big companies have 
been adding to stocks af crude pil 
and gasoline. It is this acewmula- 
tion, this heavy buying from and 
by producers, at a relatively quiet 
period of consumption, that has 
caused the recent price advances. 
In looking ahead, oil men know that 
there is going to be a tremendous 
gasoline consumption in 1925. There 
were 16.000,000 automobiles in 19°4 
and there will be 17,000,000 or more 
on the roads in 1925. As every auto- 
mobile uses on the average 622 gal- 
lons a year, no acumen is needed 
to see that we must have 10,000.000 
more barrels of gasoline to take 
care of the demand. 


Where Prices Originate 


Now to get back to the question 
as to who starts price increases, The 
point of origin in the matter of 
changes in ofl prices is almost in- 
variably the Mid-Continent field. 
That field is the largest producer we 
have—the “backbone” of the oil out- 
put inthe United States—affording 
approximately 60 per cent of total 
production. That is the place-— 
speaking broadly, where oil prices 
aré made. Changes elsewhere for the 
most part follow changes there— 
take place automatically. 

Let us illustrate. A large crude 
oi] purchasing company, with cus- 
tomers.in various parts of the coun- 
try, posts the price’ it is willing to 
pay for certain grades of crude oil. 
Should oil runs show any percep- 
tible decline there will be some of 
the 700 or 800 off refining companies 
doing business in that field who will 
find their supplies short of their

Dependent Thereon

TOKYO, Feb. 18--Viscount Goto. 
leader of pro-Russ’‘an circles in 
Japan, writing in the currept issue 


‘of the Revue Diplomatique anent the 


Russian agreement, says that Russia 
forms the eorner stone of Japan's 
diplomacy, its Pacific policy being 
dependent thereon. He concludes bis 


article by declaring that Japan was 
‘really responsible for the outbreak 
iof the World War and warns his 


countrymen against a-similar possi- 


ble contingency in future. 


Viscount Goto pays a tribute to the 
negotiators in the Kato Ministry 
and traces bis own part in the agree- 
ment. He quotes and indorses Prince 
Ito’s doctrine that “friendly relations 
between Russia and Japan are not 
only good for the two countries, but 
are a guarantee of world peace. If 


future policy of this Empire. will be 
fixed and its Pacific Ocean policy be- 


‘come firm. thereby contributing to 


world peace.” 
Prince Ito’s Doctrine 


Viscount Goto’s says Prince Ito's 


‘doctrine is still correct, therefore Vis- 


count Goto is constantly seeking to 
practice it. He advocates it on eco- 
nomic as well as political grounds, 
because Japan needs Russias 


Because of the recent agreement, 
Viscount Goto says: “We must expect 
a great change on the stage of Orien- 
tal diplomacy, especially in the atti- 
tude of the United States and Great 
Britain toward China, Russia and 
Japan. Since the relations among the 
first four have become delicate and 
complicated we are obliged to 
more prudent and scrupulous in our 
China policy. I ask every Japanese 
oficial to heed this international 


| trend,” 
. Viscount Goto pays tribute to the, vealed 


people’s diplomacy and warns against 
a Conservative minority possibly de- 
atroving the fruits of the agreement. 
He deplores the fact that so few 
Japanese are accurately informed 
concerning Ruaesia, adding: “No mere 
treaty nor official policy avails if it 
is not grounded upon the 
understanding.” 
Balance of Oriental Peace 

He asserts that Japan's slightest 
action affects world peace. “Though 
it may sound extreme,” he says, “I 
am of the opinion that the cause of 


the World War did not Hie in Germafh 
militarism. but in Japan who, by lis 
excessive victories at arms, fatally 
disturbed the balance of Oriental 
peace. We are no longer a Japan of 
the Orient. We are already a Japan 
upon the world’s stage. This is why 
I entreat Japanese to exercise self- 
respect tn their efforts to mold Japan 
for good.” 

The publication of Viscount Goto's 
article follows the Lokal Anzeiger 
charges, but it was written pre- 
viously. The Anzeiger allegations 
seem so ridiculous here that not a 
single Japanese paper has taken the 
trouble to,comment thereon.

Again what hap- 
pened” A flood of crude came on the 
market from the new California 
fields and summer prices again were 
lower. Shipmients from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic coast averaged 159%,- 
000 barrels per day. Notwithstanding 
these large shipments the California 
producers accumulated heavy stocks. 


Last Summer’s Prices 


Last summer gasoline prices were 
low. due to the heavier production 
that had been stimulated by the 
higher prices that prevailed in the 
winter. In the fall. the Wortham 
nool came in. Everybody said that 
it would eventually be producing 
°50,.000 barrels a day, that it would 
be another Powell pool. The indus- 
try said, “We've been bitten three 
times now. We're not going to bid 
for oil and stock up at high prices.” 
Then suddenly, Wortham, as a be- 
nanza pool, gave out, output fall- 
ing off rapidly and being now only 
about 60,000 barrels a day. Prices 
then went down, 

So the industry, taking courage, 
began to buy crude in large volume 
-and refiners to stock up gasoline 
‘or record consumption in the sum- 
And prices have gone 
ip accordingly. I think it true 
that stocks have been drawn. on 
since last August and that there 
hes been and still is a steady draw - 
ing down of the crude oil surplus. 
More oil is being used today than is 
produced. 

It might be stated that while every 
year prior to 1924 saw an Increased 
production of oil over the year pre- 
ceding, 1924 showed the first. de- 
erease in 19 years in prodyction 
under the preceding year, with the 
supply not evenly distributed. When 
we got the figures for last year and 
saw less had been produced than in 
the previous year, we realized that 
here was a pronounced change in 
the crude oil situation. To conserve, 
to bid for of and to stock up would 
he the natural sequence, and that 
is what the industry is doing. There 
is a “psychology” in such a situa- 
tion which spreads and gives im- 
petus to price advances. 


Stocking Up for Reserves 


One must remember that much of 
the stock now in hand has been 
accumulated at higher prices. As for 
ourselves, it.is only within the last 
few weeks ‘that we have been able 
to add to our reserves, due to the 
open winter and the big demand for 
gasoline. We must stock up now at 
nan time when gasoline consumption 
is.only about 600,000,000 gallons a 
month and prepare for July ard 
“August consumption of about 900,- 
060,000 gallons monthly. We could 
not possibly manufacture and supply 
the latter amount in the month in 
which it is needed, but must have it 
ready in advance. 

To be sure, companies could draw 
on reserve stocks to fill current de- 
mand, but whefe then would be the 
hacklog against increased demand or 
decreased output? The company that 
has not a substantial surplus cannot 
he depended on to. satisfactorily 
“serve its customers. Let us admit 
that there is more crude oil above 
_ ground than we have immediate need 
of, or than is good for the industry. 
Rut we must also remember that it

The condition of the oil industry 
has been on an unsatisfactory basis 
time. Prices of gasoline 
abnormally low for the 
mast two or three years. As it is, 
I dont see any occasion for alarm 
at the increased prices. At today’s 
figures, gasoline is not out of pro- 
portion to the prices of other com- 
modities,. The index price of gasoline 
today, compared with 100 in 1914, Is 
12, while breadstuffs are selling at 
194. and non-agricultural products 
as a whole at 174. Gasoline thus is 
the cheapest of all commodities, If 
further advances occur, it will nat- 
urally stimulate drilling and quite 
likely there may again be overpro- 
duction and price decline. If output 
falls off, there is every prospect that 
prices of both crude and refined oil 
products will advance. This is a 
simple, economic sequence of events. 
Competition Against By-Products 

The fact of the matter in 
looking into the logic of gasoline 
one has to remember that 
gasoline is the refined product 
which must furnish the bulk of the 
profits: for the business. The aver- 
age refiner gets about 30 per 
crude oil.

lubricating oil, and various by-prod- 
ucts. But fuel oil must be sold in 
competition. with bituminous coal, 
Which is plentiful and cheap. And 
the market for lubricating oil, while 
not stationary, is fairly stable and 
does not expand. Prices on these 
products cannot be advanced so as 
to bear what might be termed their 
proper proportion of the industry's 
and risks. 

To revert again to the cause of 
higher prices. As refiners, we must 
run our refineries on the most eco- 
nomical and efficient basis possible. 
A 00,000-barrel a day refinery must 
run at capacity all the year 
sd. It must have big crude stocks 
hand continuously and it must 
have a big storage capacity for the 
refined products. If our supplies of 
crude fall off, if we find that others 
are taking away the .oil from those 
who supply it to us, then we are 
obliged to raise the price to get the 
oil. The fall and rise of gasoline 
prices in various sections of the 
country naturally respond to the 
factors I have outlined.

RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 12 (Specia! 
(Correspondence) — Establishment of 
wu sanctuary for native and migratory 
iowl on Mattamuskeet Lake, in 
eastern North Carolina, has been 
proposed by sportsmen as a use for 
the vast fresh-water lake which has 
come into the hands of the State 
upon the failure of a large drainage 
project a few miles inland from 
hays where ducks and geese flock 
in thousands each winter. 

The country a little to the north 
of. Mattamuskeet has become the 
hunting ground of sportsmen from 
all parts of the United States. Elab- 
orate hunt clubs are maintained 
there and thousands of acres of 
shore line and marsh land have been 
acquired by the club members. 

Ducks and geese are shot by 
thousands in Currituck and Pamlico 
sounds each winter. The location of 
Mattamuskeet offers to many thou- 
sands of geese, ducks and swans a 
near-by sanctuary where they can 
rest and feed in peace: 

Mattamuskeet is a freshwater lake 
of 48,000 acres, varying in depth from 
1 few inches along the shore to about 
live feet in the deepest parts. The 
lake lies within four 
salt water of Pamlico Sound. It rs 
only a few feet above sea level, as 
the greater portion of the dark 
lowlands surrounding it. 

Borderin~ the lake. except on th* 
western and northwestern shores, 
« strip of lowland about two miles 
wide fairly adaptable to agriculture 
heyond whieh lie vast stretches of 
marshlands.

SWAMP LAND RECLAMATION 


PROVES SUCCESS IN STATE 


Six Hundred Acres Near ' Greenfield Made Profitable 


Farm Land, State Board Reports, in Statement on 


. Progress of Dozen Drainage Projects 


Steady progress in the reclamation 
of swampy land in Massachusetts is 
being made by the state reclamation 
board, according to Dr. Arthur W. 
Gilbert, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, and Dr. Charles D. Woods, di- 
rector of information. -A statement 
issued recently says: 

Practically all sections of Massa- 
chusetts have low areas which need 

to be drained before they can be 
used. Under a law enacted in 1918 
and which has since been annually 
changed trying to make it effective, 
a state reclamation board was pro- 
vided. This consists of two persons 
appointed by the commissioner of 
agriculture and the commissioner of 
public health.g 


The funds available to the board 
are quite limited and it has been 
obliged to largely restrict its work 
to the consideration of projects 
brought to its attention by interested 
owners. How. much land there is in 
the State which could be redeemed 
for agriculture and other useful pur- 
poses is still largely a matter of con- 
jecture, for no surveys of a general 
nature have been made. 

There are at present about a dozen 
projects which may be considered as 
active, a few which have come, 
largely from technical legal consid- 
erations, to a standstill and still] 


| other new projects which await the

Snuecess in Greenfield 


In the town of Greenfield, ex- 
tending almost to the village itself, 
was an area of about a square mile 
of fresh water swamp land. which 
was waste land. It had a peaty soil, 


Brook Reclamation District, and be- 
gan operations. The engineering 
problem was not difficult. The sur- 
vey had shown no serious natural 
obstructions to the construction of 
the five-mile ditch. This was dug 
by the use of a locally built dredg- 
ing machine. A few lateral ditches 
were also made. 

As a result this swampy area 
which was mud and ooze has been 
made dry enough so that the land 
can be usefl for agricultural pur- 
poses. How much of it will be thus 
used and how much will be made 
into building lots is uncertain. No 
building has thus far been begun on 
this reclaimed land, but a beginning 
was made in the summer of 1924 in 
the way of crop production. 

Three acres of corn and cabbage 
were successfully grown without the 
application of fertilizer other than 
lime. This owner has 100 acres 
which he expects to have under cul- 
tivation inside of three years, and 
other owners are at work pulling 
stumps and getting their areas into 
shape for agricultural purposes. 


600 Acres Reclaimed 


This project which is finished is 
illustrative of what the board is try- 
ing to do. Both the State and the 
county help finance the project tem- 
porarily; but all the improvements 
are finally paid for by the owners of 
the land: and the profits or losses 
accrue to or fall upon the owners, 

Whether a project will or will not 
prove profitable is an individual 
question with each project, but that 
the Cherry Rum Brook project was 
and is profitable to the State and to 
the private owners, there is no ques- 
tion. The land before drainage had 
little value.

Professor Elton says that the heroic 
quality of the Victorian Age, under- 
lying all its diversity, is “nobility” or 
ethical earnestness; and a recent 
biographer of Shelley pronounces the 
heroic qualities of the preceding Ro- 
mantic Period to have been “love and 
hope”; while it has always seemed to 
me that the great moral quality of 
the Elizabethan Age was courage. 
Compared with these, the Age of Anne 
can show little more than the excel- 
lent but unheroic quality of common 
sense. 

English-speaking peoples are living 
in an era of immense literary produc- 


cal guide book states, almost con- 
temptuously, that “it was not com- 
pleted until 1349”—but its charm 
would still be great had it been built 
in the twentieth century.

The modern problem ot peacemaking, like the 
geographical aspect of Cesar’s Gallic warmak-

groups of these peoples; and thirdly, with the 
institutions so far evolved by the human con- 
sciousness by means of which humanity can 
bring about and maintain peace, assuming that 
it has the predominant wish to do so. 

Until very recently, it may safely be said, the 
leaders of thought in the most advanced coun- 
tries devoted attenticn mainly to part mumber 
three, that of institutions, on the theory, which 
is proving not wholly reliable for present-day 
: ' human practice, that, given the proper forms, 
formule, or institutions, the human material will 
adapt itself thereto and all will go well. Recent 
extensions of democracy to “backward peoples,”’ 
and the practical difficulties uncovered in at- 
tempts to embody league-to-enforce-peace doc- 
trines in security pacts have shown that condi- 
tions, as well as theories, have to be dealt with. 
And so attention is now, wisely it would seem. 
being directed more and more to a survey of the 
quality of the human material in present-day 
civilization and the relationships between the 
various components of this world population. 

Before leaving the subject of institutions ani 
forms, however, it may be said that most en- 
couraging progress has been made. The League 
of Nations and the World Court are very care- 
fully thought out and efficiently organized pieces 
of machinery, by which the human race, when 
sufficiently in earnest, may consolidate peace. 
These institutions are not yet perfect, but they 
have possibilities for development and modifica- 
tion, so they can be adapted to meet enlarged 
conditions as the peace consciousness grows. 

Returning tor a moment then to part number 
one, concerning the peoples of the world them- 
selves—their characters, dispositions, and tend- 
encies, and their various racial, national, sec- 
larian and other groupings—one sees at 4 
geiance that the subject is so vast and complex 
that in an article such as this it is only possible 
to point to its overwhelming and hitherto 
neglected importance. One observes also that, 
as the world is divided for purposes of expression 
and government into national units or nations, 
the question of international relations is the 
most immediate concern. And in the realm of 
international relationships a first, if not the first, 
requisite is the friendship and co-operation of 
the United States and the British Empire! 

This statement is reiterated in many quarters, 
not in the interest of any philosophy of racial 
clannishness. but in frank recognition of a foun- 
dation fact in any practicable scheme for real 
peace. This statement, in fact, is merely a part 
of that great truth that what really and deserv- 
edly is beneficial to a single individual carries 
corresponding benefit to the world as a whole. 
Harmony in this field is of direct importance not 
only to Great Britain, not only to America, but 
to the real welfare of every nation. In this case 
it is self-evident that if the people of these 
nations ,which are akin racially, religiously, 
socially and industrially, which share the tame 
history, language, literature, traditions, ideals 
and institutions, and have similar interests in 
peace and stability from considerations of both 
sentiment and economic self-interest—if these 
people cannot get along, what hope is there for 
that great international péace and stability for 
which so many earnest individuals are praying? 

Those, therefore, who strive for Anglo-Ameri- 
can harmony are unquestionably performing 
world service; just as would be the case if they 
were making available something internation- 
; ally useful like the invention of wireless teleg- 
_raphy or the construction of one of the isthmian 
canals. But the very fact that the friendship and 
co-operation of the English-speaking peoples 
are so constructive brings them continually 
under attack from destructive influences. Be- 
cause thes are so fundamentally progressive, 
the whole force of world reaction is directed 
against them. Because they are so desirable, 
they are the target for arrows from many bows. 

The very first point to be seen clearly, there- 
fore, is that citizens of these countries must take 
an impersonal view of the whole problem and 
eagh incident that arises in its working out. If 
one nation’s government seems to be acting ina 
mischievous, or unfriendly, way, the other gov- 
ernment in the interests of its own people should 
neither show precipitate resentment, nor 
dumbly “grin and bear it.’ The party which fee!s 
aggrieved might better look through and around 
and under and over the whole situation and see 
if it is not just a case of a noisy minority mis- 

representing the majority and perhaps stamped- 
ing the politicians. See if some organized alien 
agency is not back of the trouble. The attempt 
should be made to understand the problem and 
at the same time have faith that, in the end, the 
great common ideals and other kinship will 
triumph over all disruptive forces. The old milit 
tarists used to say, “In time of peace prepare for 
war.’ The modern man knows something better 
and has paraphrased the old saying so that it 
reads, “In time of peace prepare against war.” 

A purely negative state—the absence of war— 
will not do. Among other things it is a most pre- 
earious basis for anything like permanent peace. 
Such a state of negation is only one step re- 
moved from that of war and is not enough. War 
might somehow break out by spontaneous com- 

' bustion from friction generated in the interplay 
of the racial, sectarian and economic forces in 
each nation already referred to. It is desira’le, 
it is essential that relationship be removed to 
the safer distance and more promising plane -of 
positive, active good will. There have been alto- 
‘gether too many irritating Anglo-American inci- 
dents since the armistice. The continual and 
rapid recurrence of these phenomena points .to 
the operation of “unnatural causes.”’ 

Certain of these unnatural causes have 
already been identified. Among them are the 
leftover ignorances and prejudices of bygone 
generations and the efforts of certain organized 
agencies, who by their utterances and activities 


indicate that, for reasons best known to them- 
selves, they consider Anglo-American teamwork 


undesirable. | 7 
“| Here is work for everybody. Let those think- 
ers who are best qualified to prosecute the task 
| continue their search for the forms and formu- 
| le of peace. But every citizen in every country 
can do “his bit’ for peace by being on guard 
| against suggestions of misunderstanding and 
animosity: | 7 

If such peace service were performed consist- 
ently on both sides of the Atlantic, it is more 
than probable that destructive Anglo-American 
incidents would diminish and cease, and that in 
their place would begin a series of. constructive 


healing activities. :

no overstatement when Louis W. Fairfield (R.), 
Representative from Indiana, and chairman of 
the committee, pointed out that it is extremely 
difficult to legislate for people more than 10,000 
miles away without first-hand, intimate knowl- 
edge of the situation. 

The resolution as it stands, however, limits 
the proposed commission to members of the 
Insular Affairs Committee. If the expedition is 
to result in a practical achievement in providing 
Congress with reliable information as a basis 
for significant and helpful legislation and in pav- 
ing the way for the passage of such legislation, 
then the Senate Committee on Territories and 
Insular Possessions should be represented in 
the project. While it may not be necessary for 

_ the full membership of both committees to com- 
prise the commission, it seems clear that if both 
Houses of Congress are to be guided by this 
report—which they must be if the undertaking 
is to accomplish its purpose—the survey should 
be made jointly. ; 

It is significant that the Philippine people have 
invited the Insular Affairs Committee to make 
the trip at Philippine expense. Mr. Fairfield, 
however, wisely emphasizes that the United 
States should itsel* bear whatever costs are in- 
volved. It is inevitable that the congressional 
commission will beconsistently confronted with 
the problems, not only of internal legislation,

And these are problems which may fairJy 
come within the scope of the survey, 
Presupposing a continued sincerity of pur- 
pose both in the Philippine desire for autonomy 
and in the policy of the United States’ protector- 
ate over the islands, one finds the issue clearly 
‘| defined. It was the recommendation of the 
Wood-Forbes- Mission. submitted to the House 
of Representatives, Oct. 8, 1921, that “the pres- 
ent general status of the Philippine Islands con- 
tinue until the people have had time to absorb 
and thoroughly master the powers already in 
their hands.” It was the contention of the Philip- 
pine Appeal for Freedom, presented to the House 
in December, 1922, that “a stable government 
has already been established,” that “the only 
prerequisite established by Congress has been 
fulfilled.” and that “the granting of independ- 
ence is the next logical, immediate step.” 
Although thoroughly harmonious relations 
exist between the Philippines and the United 


States, and will continue to exist, the difference | 


of opinion, as officially expressed, is clearly 
drawn. The extension of complete independence 
involves the highly important matter of national 
security, economically as well as territorially, 
which has been the principal service of the 
American protectorate. Hasty action would be 
ill-advised, but the Philippine appeal is based 
upon a sound premise, that of the official prom- 
ise that a stable government will bring inde- 
pendence. It is clearly a matter of opinion as to 
the stability of the Philippine Government. Con- 
gress should have the opportunity to formulate 
its opinion on a basis of primary evidence.

I found rain gayly chasing down the stovepipe, so | 
crawled back into bed and went.to sleep.

Vienna, Jan. 22. 
All Vienna is concerned in the present discussion in 


Parliament as to whether or not the Rent Restriction Act 


is to be revised. The landlord today can charge only 800 
to 2006 times the prewap rent in paper crowns, that is, 
approximately, one-seventh of the actual rent. Food and 
clothes have, however, advanced to a level of 14,000 times 
the prewar prices. 

At a meeting of the “House Owners” held during the 


past week, the fact was brought-out that the coalition

Railroad financing has not been a simple proc- 
ess in recent years. Probably the- response to 
the New Haven’s appeal for popular subscrip- 
tions would not have been as generous as it was 
had those approached not realized that the road 
itself deserved the consideration shown. In the 
last ten years, according to an official state- 
ment, the company has spent $65,000,000 in im- 
proving its roadway and structures and other- 
wise increasing its equipment. Consequently it 
is doing more business than formerly and has 
greatly facilitated the movement of traffic. As 
another result it is promised that there will be 
an increased surplus for the present year, with 
an additional saving of $1,150,000 in fixéd 
charges provided the proposed reduction of in- 
terest on Government loans is granted. 

It is not even intimated that the-friends and 
patrons of the New Haven have put their hands 
in their pockets and made a gift to the railroad. 
They have simply made a protective investment 
which they believe will benefit them because it. 
will insure. them service which is indispensable. 
Properly regarded, it is a co-operative under- 


taking in which the benefits are more or less- 


equally shared. A railroad is not a parasite. Too 
often the tendency on the part of the public has 
been to regard it as an enemy, or at least as an 
unfriendly and selfish servant which aspires to 


| become master. 


It is encouraging, therefore;and a significant 
indication of a better condition of thought, to 
observe this substantial evidence of community 
co-operation. Adequate service cannot be-ren- 
dered by any public utility where this friendly 
co-operation is lacking. Perhaps it is where the 
corporation first realizes this that the results are 
apparent. When such a utility as the New Haven 
Railroad is able to number among its. patrons 
and friends a hundred or two hundred thousand 
interested and sympathetic investors, many of 
its perplexing problems have been solved. 


Editorial Notes 


“We are Ancients of the earth, and in the 
morning of the times,” wrote Tennyson in “The 
Day Dream”: and certainly the little group of 
distinguished geologists and state officials who 
assembled in the museum section of the New 
York State Edudation Building at Albany the 
other. day, to witness the formal opening of a 
restoration of a forest of the middle Devonian 
period, must have realized the force of this sen- 
timent ‘as never before. For the history of the 
State was turned ‘back on that occasion the 
mere trifie of 100,000,000 years. For the infor- 
mation of the less informed in geological re- 
search, Dr. John M, Clarke, director of the 
museum, and museum assistants, explained the 
true significance of the scene, reconstructed 
from fossil remains uncovered at Gilboa, N. Y.., 
which presented in life-size stature a restora- 
tion of the oldest known trees in the world. But 
when thought travels back a hundred times a 
million years, the sense of mortal insignificance 
seems overwhelming.

Not far out of Vienna is a niilestone with the letters 
“W. S. B.” engraved on it. The letters mean, “Wien- 
Saloniki Bahn,” or, in English, “Vienna-Salonika Rail- 
way.” The railway, which was commenced many years 
ago and stopped in the hills of Styria, represents a project 
long since pigeonholed. And near this railway, now 
known as the Aspang, lies a small canal. It runs from 
Vienna to Wiener-Neustadt, a distance of forty miles. It, 
too, was commenced about the same time as the railway, 
but its path was different. The canal was designed to be 
a waterway from Vienna to Trieste, the plan of the en- 
gineer Le Maire and of Emperor Joseph II. 

The idea was first made public in 1786, but the con- 
struction of the canal was not begun until 1795, and the 
present distance was not completed until 1810. Its first 
use to Austria was to serve the coal fields by Oedenburg, 
then just over the Hungarian border’ and not drained by 
a .ailway system. There grew up also some twenty-two 
factories whose properties touched the canal. 

Today, only one of these factories makes use of the 
waterway, and the question has been raised in the press 
of further employing this body of water which took sd 
many years to create and which began with such high 
hopes.

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The Status of the Child Labor Amendment 
To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


With reference to a statement made recently in the 
Monitor, namely, that “the child-labor amendment yirta- 
ally has been defeated,” may I urge that actual facts 
hardly warrant such a conclusion. 

The Constitution of the United States preseribes two 
major steps for amendment: first, proposal by a two- 
thirds vote of both houses of Congress; second, ratifica- 
tion by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the states. 
The first step has been accomplished. The second is 
under consideration. . | | 

In the case of the Eighteenth Amendment, 
set a seven-year limit for ratification. But there is no 
such limitation in the case of the child-labor amend- 
ment. It-has been ratified by two states. The Constitu- 
tion prescribes no method for withdrawing ratification. 
The last State to’ ratify the Suffrage Amendment at- 
tempted to revoke ts ratification, but the court declared 
that this could not be done. - 1 es ee 

Rejection, however, is not necessarily final. The 
-legisiatures which adopted resolutions of rejection, thase 
which came to a stalemate. and those which have not 
taken. the issue under consideration, are all in the sanie 
category—that is, they have not ratified. The Constitu- 
tion only takes cognizance of two numbers—the whole. 
and the number that ratify. It is the proportion of these 
two numbers that determines the status of the measure.
